The  Twenty -first  Annual  Report 


The  Board  of  Management  begs  to  submit  the  Twenty-first 
Annual  Report  of  the  Hospital,  together  with  the  list  of  Annual 
Subscribers  and  Donors,  and  the  Audited  Accounts  to  31st 
December,  1935. 

In  accordance  with  the  Articles  of  Association,  two  Meetings 
of  the  Association  were  held  in  April  and  October. 

A  few  words  on  the  composition  of  the  Association  and  its 
work  with  regard  to  the  Management  of  the  Hospital  may  be  of 
interest  to  subscribers. 

The  Association  of  Letchworth  Hospital  (Incorporated)  con¬ 
sists  of  not  more  than  100  members,  and  is  composed  of  the 

following  : 

I.  Those  members  of  the  Letchworth  Permanent  Hospital  Com¬ 

mittee,  1914,  and  of  the  Letchworth  Hospital  Board  of 
Management,  who  were  members  of  either  or  both  bodies 
at  the  date  of  the  Registration  of  the  Association  in 
July  1919. 

II.  Life  Governors,  Honorary  Life  Governors  and  Governors. 

Qualification  of  Life  Governor. 

(a)  A  gift  of  £200  or  its  equivalent  out  of  the  estate  of 
a  deceased  person  entitles  a  representative  nominated  by 
the  trustees  to  be  a  Life  Governor. 

(b)  A  gift  of  at  least  50  guineas  by  one  person,  either 
in  one  donation,  or  in  instalments  of  not  less  than  10 

guineas  each  from  the  date  of  such  gift. 

Honorary  Life  Governor. 

The  recommendation  by  the  Board  of  Management  of  a 
person  on  the  grounds  of  exceptional  services  rendered,  or 
benefits  conferred,  subject  to  election  at  the  Annual 
General  Meeting  of  the  Association. 
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Qualification  of  Governor. 

(a)  The  gift  by  a  Firm  or  Company  of  100  guineas,  or 
five  annual  subscriptions  of  20  guineas.  The  Governor  to 
be  nominated  by  such  Firm  or  Company. 

(b)  The  gift  of  at  least  10  guineas  by  a  single  person  for 
the  period  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  payment  of  such 
subscription. 

(c)  A  subscription  or  collection  by  a  religious  body  of  at 
least  10  guineas  for  the  period  of  one  year  from  the  date  of 
such  payment.  The  Governor  to  be  nominated  by  such 
body. 

(d)  A  subscription  of  at  least  10  guineas  in  any  one  year 
by  a  public  body,  body  of  persons  employed  in  a  firm,  Trade 
Union  or  other  Society,  for  the  period  of  one  year  from  the 
date  of  such  payment.  The  Governor  to  be  nominated  by 
such  body. 

III.  Not  more  than  three  members  of  the  Letchworth  Urban 

District  Council,  nominated  by  it. 

IV.  Two  members  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Letchworth 

Hospital. 

V.  Not  more  than  ten  persons,  being  donors  or  subscribers  to 

the  Association,  who  shall  be  nominated  in  writing  by  or 
on  behalf  of  the  unincorporated  body. 

Shortly  after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  and 
Donors,  the  Association  holds  its  Annual  General  Meeting,  when 
it  receives  the  Report  and  Balance  Sheet  for  the  year,  adopts  the 
same,  appoints  the  Auditors  and  the  Officers,  and  elects  members 
of  the  Board.  One  third  of  the  elected  members  of  the  Board 
retire  each  year,  and  are  eligible  for  re-election.

The  Association  meets  again  in  the  Autumn,  when  the  half- 
year’s  work  is  reviewed.

Committees,

through  the  Chairman  or  Secretary. 
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THE  YEAR  S  ACTIVITIES 

The  number  of  patients  treated  in  Letchworth  Hospital  in 
1935  shows  a  slight  increase  over  1934 — 394  as  against  373. 
Patients  were  admitted  from  the  following  districts  :  Arlesey,  3  ; 
Baldock,  54;  Biggleswade,  1  ;  Clothall,  1  ;  Gateshead,  1  ;  Henlow, 
1  ;  Hertford,  2  ;  Hitchin,  7  ;  Letchworth,  297  ;  London,  5  ;  Mirfield, 
2;  Radwell,  2;  Rickmansworth,  1;  Sandon,  1;  Sheffield,  1;  Stot- 
fold,  11;  Sutton-in-Ashfield,  1;  Walsworth,  1;  Weston,  2. 

The  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  42  road  accident  cases  brought 
to  the  Hospital  and  treated  there  was  £34  3s.  6d.,  of  which 
£13  19s.  6d.  was  recovered,  leaving  an  adverse  balance  of  £20  4s. 

The  Hospital  Ball  took  place  early  in  the  year.  It  was  ably 
organised  by  Mrs.  Hector,  aided  by  her  committee,  and  it  realised 
£70  15s.  8d.  The  Board  is  very  grateful  to  the  Ball  Committee; 
also  to  the  Herts  and  North  Herts  Football  Associations,  to  the 
Inter-Works  Sports  League,  to  Messrs.  Thurston  and  Sons,  to 
the  Hitchin  Thespians  and  to  all  who  took  part  in  the  Golf  Club 
competitions. 

Pound  Day  was  arranged  for  the  end  of  September.  Mrs. 
Gaunt  and  her  committee  received  many  gifts  at  the  stall  in  Leys 
Avenue;  Mrs.  Freeman  received  gifts  outside  the  Norton  Post 
Office.  At  Baldock  Mrs.  Underlin  and  her  helpers  organised  the 
collection  in  the  Market  Place.  The  results  were  as  follows  : 
Letchworth,  500  lbs.,  etc.  in  goods  and  £25  17s.  lid.  in  cash; 
Baldock,  268  lbs.,  etc.  in  goods  and  £5  10s.  7d.  in  cash. 

The  sale  of  silver  foil  amounted  to  £1  15s.  8d.,  trade  in  this 
commoditv  being  still  depressed. 

The  Approved  Societies  have  contributed  £5  15s.  Od.  for  the 
treatment  of  their  members  in  the  Hospital,  as  against  £6  11s.  0a. 
last  year.  The  Herts  County  Council  has  paid  £25  13s.  3d.  for 
Hospital  treatment  of  school  children. 

The  financial  accounts,  which  are  included  in  another  part  of 
this  Report,  show  as  follows  : 

The  Works  Collection,  £1,382  0s.  2d.,  as  compared  with 
£1,350  9s.  3d.  in  1934. 

The  House=to=House  Collection,  £942  5s.  10d.,  as  compared 
with  £930  15s.  3d.  in  1934. 

The  financial  results  of  these  two  schemes  are  very  satis¬ 
factory  and  without  the  income  from  these  sources,  the  Hospital 
could  not  be  maintained. 
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The  Board  wishes  to  express  warm  appreciation  of  all  the 
voluntary  work  done  by  the  Superintendents  and  Collectors,  work 
which  often  demands  much  self-sacrifice  and  a  keen  sense  of 
public  duty. 

These  contributory  schemes  are  under  the  special  care  of  Mr. 
E.  A.  Barratt,  the  Assistant  Secretary.

Financial  Summary. 

The  income  from  all  sources  was  £4,107  5s.  10d.,  compared 
with  £4,463  4s.  3d.  in  1934. 

The  expenditure  was  £4,201  8s,  7d.,  compared  with  £3,824 
0s.  8d.  in  1934.  there  is  therefore  an  excess  of  expenditure 
over  income  of  £34  2s.  9d. 
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Civic  Week. 

The  chief  event  in  the  Hospital  year  was  the  Floral  Fete 
which  took  place  on  June  15th  and  16th — the  last  two  days  of  the 
Civic  Week. 

It  represented  a  united  town  effort,  and  nearly  everyone  in 
Letchworth  and  Baldock  had  been  pressed  into  the  service  in  one 
or  other  capacity.  The  stalls,  each  of  which  had  a  different 
flower  for  its  emblem,  were  beautifully  decorated,  and  were 
arranged  on  either  side  of  the  lower  part  of  the  Broadway. 
Lady  Neumann  kindly  came  to  open  the  fair,  and  in  spite  of  the 
somewhat  unfavourable  weather,  the  total  amount  obtained  was 
£2,088  16s.  2d.  This  sum  will  probably  be  devoted  to  the 
enlarging-  and  reconditioning  of  the  Nurses’  Home,  and  this  mat¬ 
ter  is  under  consideration.  It  was  hoped  to  have  raised  sufficient 
money  to  build  also  a  Children’s  Ward,  but  this  extension  must 
be  left  over  for  the  present.  The  special  thanks  of  the  Board  are 
due  to  all  those  who  put  in  so  much  work,  both  at  the  time  of 
the  fete  itself  and  during  the  preceding  months. 

District  Nursing. 

The  District  Nursing  Work  is  still  under  the  care  of  Queen’s 
Nurses  Walker  and  Robins.  Their  patients  are  very  appreciative 
of  their  kindness  and  skill.  Nurse  Robins  is  continuing  to  give 
part-time  service  to  the  Herts  County  Council.

The  Board  is  very  grateful  to  those  friends  who  organise 
entertainments  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital.  It  should,  how¬ 
ever,  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  permission  of  the  Board  must  be 
obtained  before  the  name  of  the  Hospital  is  used  in  advertising 
any  entertainment.  This  permission  is  not  withheld  unreason- 
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ably,  but  in  all  cases  it  is  expected  that  the  Hospital  will  receive 
a  large  percentage  of  the  gross  takings,  and  that  there  will  hot 
be  a  large  deduction  for  expenses.  If  too  many  appeals  are  made 
to  the  public  regular  subscriptions  and  other  sources  of  income 
may  suffer. 

The  Board  wishes  to  point  out  that  although  regular  sub¬ 
scribers  under  the  House  Collection  and  under  the  Works'  Col¬ 
lection  are  entitled  to  free  maintenance  while  in  Hospital,  this 
does  not  necessarily  imply  free  medical  treatment.  In  the  great 
majority  of  cases  the  doctors  make  no  charge  for  their  services 
in  the  Hospital,  but  they  reserve  the  right  to  do  so,  when  the 
circumstances  of  the  contributor  appear  to  justify  it.

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Report  of  the  Medical  Committee 


As  will  be  seen  from  the  details  of  the  years  1934  and  1935 
appended  below,  there  has  been  no  change  in  the  number 
of  medical  cases,  but  an  increase  of  44  in  the  number  of  surgical 
cases  in  the  Hospital. 

The  number  of  children  under  14  was  50,  36  boys  and  14 
girls;  of  these  16  were  under  8  years  old.  The  number  of  X-ray 
cases  increased  by  49.  Of  the  total  deaths,  4  died  within  24  hours 
of  admission. 

We  are  glad  to  welcome  Dr.  Clay  on  the  Medical  Staff.
